These phonographs—1,000 of them— 
were bought from the manufacturers 
for $40 each, according to information 
furnished the state's attorney's office. 
They were bought at that price by the 
Hiawatha Phonograph company, an or- 
ganization of which P. H. Moynihan, 
city hall leader in the Eighth ward, js 
president and his brother Fred is treas- 

r, and then sold to the schools for 
$157 each. The profit to the Hiawatha 
concern was shown to have been more 
than $112,000. 

Smash Clocks; Buy New Ones. 

Another revelation made during the 
investigation yesterday was that in 
many of the schools clocks were 
smashed to furnish an opportunity to 
replace them with new ones on which 
enormous profits were made. Mahog- 
any tables for school principals were 
ordered at excéssive prices for many 
schools, whether they were needed or 
not, according to witnesses. In some 
schools the window shades were 
scrapped and new ones furnished at 
prices far beyond their market value. 

To find where the vast profits on the 
sales of these unnecessary supplies 
forced on the schools went is the prob- 
lem the state's attorney will take up 
before the grand jury in the light of 
yesterday's developments. 

It is expected several other indict- 
ments in addition, to those already 
voted against Attorney William A. 
Bither and H. W. Kaup, the “rent 
collector” for the board of education, 
will be reported before the week ends. 

Expect Fireworks on Board. 

Simultaneous with State’s Attorney 
Crowe's investigation today, fireworks 
are expected at the meeting of the 
board of education. Led by Trustee 
Hart Hanson, rebels against the rule 
of Edwin 8S. Davis, president of the 
board, and Vice President Albert H. 
Severinghaus—both Thompson §satel- 
lites—last night proclaimed themselves 
primed for a last ditch fight against 
a proposal to railroad through the 
meeting a “cleaning, decorating, and 
repairing’ bill for $1,030,272. 

If the Thompson faction has its usu- 
al success, the business department of 


$1,000,000 without estimates and with- 
out advertising for bids. 

The proposal is to spend $10,000 for 
new cement floors in the shops and en- 
gine room of the Bowen High school;

But our proposals and warnings had 
no effect; we kpew, therefore, what 
was coming. 

When I look back and compare the 
past, that time is the saddest of my 
life—eadder evon than critical 
months at Verdun or the deeply pain- 
ful days, weeks, and months that fol- 
lowed the catastrophe. 


3 Compassion for Troops. 
With an anxious heart I entered 
every morning the office of the army 
group; I was :.lways prepared for bad 
news and received it only too often. 
The drives to the front which had pre- 
viously been a pleasure and recreation 
for me were now filled with bitterness. 
The staff officers’ brows were furrowed 
with care. The troops, though, wher- 
ever I went, still unimpeachable in 
their demeanor—willing, friendly, and 
cheerful in their salutes—were worn 
to death. 
My heart turned within me when I 
beheld their hollow cheeks, their lean 
and weary figures, their tattered and 
dirty uniforms. One would fain have 
said, “ Go home, comrade, have a good 
long sleep, have a hearty meal—you've 
done enough” when these brave fel-

Army in Deplorable Shape. 

‘Instead of a rigorovis shortening of 
the front, we had still the old extent 
to cover with our anemic and deci- 
mated divisions. It soon became quite 
impossible to do so at all adequately. 
Clamors for relief and rest were made 
to me which I found myself unable 
to grant. Reinforcements stopped al- 
most completely; and the few grouplets 
that dribbled out to us were only a par- 
tial service. 

They consisted mostly of old and 
worn out soldiers sent back to the front 
again; often they were gleaned from 
the ‘hospitals in a half convalescent 
condition: often they were half grown 
lads with no proper training and no 
sof of discipline. The majority of 
them were of a refractory and unruly 
disposition—an outcome of the agi- 
tators’ work at home and of the feeble- 
ness of the government,which did noth- 
ing to counteract these agitators and 
their revolutionary intrigues. 

That the source of disintegration lay 
at home, and that thence there flowed 
to the front an ever new and poison- 
ous stream of agitatory, mutinous, and 
insurrectionary element, no unpreju- 
diced observer could question. This 
conviction is not, by any means, based 
upon the views of military circles at 
the front; during my journeys, on fur- 
lough and otherwise, I saw for myself, 
behind the lines and at home, what was 
going on. 

Hunger Aided Revolution. 

From these personal observations I 
gained the conviction that this move- 
ment found its sustenance in the in- 
adequate feeding and care given to the 
people at home; so that, especially in 
the last year and a half of the war, 
the revolutionary tendencies grew so

THOMPSON’S RAID ON THE 
COUNCIL. 


Thompson's explanation of seven years of de- 
terioration of street car service under him is that 
the interests have blocked him. He has had more 
contro? over Illinois government than any mayor 
of Chicago before him, but the interests have 
blocked him. His apologists say that he has been 
kept from undertaking his great enterprises. 

He has just one enterprise. That is to take all 
contro! of street cars and of subway construction 
from the city council. The city counci) is the most 
responsible political body a community could have. 
It is responsive and averages well for industry and 
intelligence. It is a capable body and can be con- 
trolled and checked easily by the people. 

Thompson’s one enterprise is to get the legisla- 
ture to take from the council its authority in street 
car matters and to reduce it to a position of negli- 
gibility. “He wants to take away the control df street 
car finances and give it to a small board of. trustees. 

He could contro! a board of traction trustees if; 
he could elect them. That is the plum pudding 
which Thompson wants. All the money which the 

city has and will raise for subway construction 
would be controlled not by the council but by 
Thompson's agents. The money raised to acquire 
title to the street car properties would be spent by 
his agents. #3 
Such a board of trustees would make the school: 
board and the board of local improvements, rolled 
into oné, as insignificant a spender as a tramp with 
a dime. If Thompson got control of street car 
financing away from the city council the real ex- 
perting would begin. 
He has not yet been able to destroy the power of 
the city council. He tried it last year in the legis- 
lature and in spite of the fact that he had organ- 
ized the assembly for this purpose he failed. He 
will try again. It is an enterprise to which the peo- 
ple of Chicago are not fully awake, and the man 
who is engineering the raid on the powers of the 
council, seeking to substitute easily controlled 
‘agents for the aldermen, says that interests are 
keeping him from giving the city rapid transpor- 
tation and cheap fares. — 
If. he went to work now to give the car users 
rapid transportation the city council would be regu- 
lating the expenditure of money. It would be a 
check on him and a protection to the citizens. The 
success of his enterprise demands the elimination 
of this check and protection.

Chapter No. 1, “Gold Star Mothers,” will open

project, we believe, is a worthy one. It deserves

Capt. Westbrook put down a riot of disorder in 
the county’ jail by whipping the disturbers. The 
inmates of the jail have had more succéss with 
disorder in the jail.than they could have outside 
in the street. If they created the disturbances in 


the street the police would disperse them with a> 


few cracked heads. If the jailer allowed the per- 
sons confined there to understand that their con- 
diet could be just what they wanted to make it 
the situation would get completely out of control. 

Capt. Westbrook is trying to correct conditions 
which have been fairly amazing and might have 
led to a general jail delivery. O’Connor’s getaway 
with a gun a few days before he was to have 
been hanged still seems incredible. The smug- 
gling of guns and drugs was preposterous. West- 
brook is proving that he controls the jail. That 
is his-job. 


MR. GOMPERS AND THE 
COURTS. 


Mr. Gompers suffers from a complex against the 
American court system. Recently he declared that 
Judge Landis was unfit to arbitrate building labor 
disputes in Chicago because he hada “ judicial 
mind.” Now he declares all courts unfit to pass 
upon the constitutionality of law. He would have 
legislators and congressmen, elected from all walks 
of life, without training or tradition, and perhaps 
for brief and uncertain terms, override the constitu- 
tion of the United States and the constitutions of 
the individual states at their whim. In effect he 

would have them eset up a constitution, somewhat 
after the method of establishment of the English 
constitution, under which he was born. _ 

_ But in advocating such a system he overlooks or 
ignores the purpose of American constitutional gov- 
ernment and the differences in character and tradi- 
tion between Englishmen and Americans. The 

English are, and have been for centuries, a notably 
conservative people, Their development of what in 
effect to them is a constitution has been the work 
of centuries. Tradition and precedent have made it 
successful. Americans are not so. As individuals 

we are untrained in the science of government. As 
politicians we are subject to whim and passion and 
expediency. We are heterogeneous, and we lack the 

Many generations of tradition and precedent which 

solidify English opinion in support of the British 
piecemeal constitution. We could not develop such 

& constitution in less than hundreds of years, and 
‘we could not operate under it. 

_ Our constitution is designed to determine human 
and political rights on a broad and just basis, to 
stabilize governmental and social conditions, to de- 
fend economic and personal rights. It is designed 
as a check upon lawmakers by imposing the results 
of sober thought by sound minds upon the irrespon- 
sibie, vaciliating, and at times ignorant action of 
temporary lawmakers who, under the Gompers 


valescent so that they are not allowed to live in the 
hospitals.

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MUSCLE SHOALS AND THE 


“SECRET PROCESS.” 

Memphis, Tenn., May 3—Mr. Ford's 
Muscle Shoals campaign seems now to 
have reached the stage where the philan- 
thropist with the heavy, drooping black 
mustache receives the sucker’s hard 
earned $1,000 and passes him a bundle 
of shredded newspaper with the positive 
assurance that it contains $1,000,000 
worth of green goods so good that speci- 
mens have been passed on the secretary 
of the treasury. , 

On May 1 one of his Washington 
spokesmen assured a congressional com- 
mittee that Mr. Ford was the possessor 
of a “ secret process " for the production 
of nitric acid (from the air) which would 
enable him to produce fertilizer at one- 
half the present price. This is impor- 
tant news, if true, and particularly good 
news for the people of the United States, 
who have been besought for many 
months to virtually make Mr. Ford a 
present of an existing plant which cost 
more than $75,000,000 and of a hydro- 
electric plant which will cost, according 
to all accounts, a great many millions. 
In other words, Mr. Ford has offered 
$5,000,000 for the plant which thé gov- 
ernment engireers have appraised, as 
junk, at $9,00l,000, and to take a lease 
of the power plant, when constructed, at 
a rate which will not pay the interest on 
the government’s outlay, to say nothing 
of being tax free. 

If Mr. Ford* can turn out fertilizer at 
half its present price, he can, perhaps, 
afford to pay the government something 
like the fair value of its present plant 
and an annual rental for the power fur- 
nished him approximating the customary 
charge for such power when made by 


tand sold to private concerns. 


Incidentally, there are a good many 
concerns within the radius of electric 
distribution from Muscle Shoals who can 
afford to buy the current and would, 
doubtless, be willing to buy it at, say, 
one-half what steam power costs them 
now. Why should they be shoved into a 
corner in order to favor Mr. Ford? And 
why should the government turn over its 
hydro-electric plant to anybody? And 
why make the bargain before the plant 
is half built? Why? And again why?

THE POTASH PRODUCERS’ PLEA. 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—My atten- 
tion has been called to the editorial in 
THE TRIBUNE of April 26, 1922, entitled 
“The Farmer and the Potash Tariff.” 
May I point out certain facts which must 
have escaped your notice when this was 
written? 

The American potash producers, with 
$30,000,000 invested in idle plants, with 
Germany dumping potash here below the 
pre-war price because of the export ad- 
vantage incident to the constantly fall- 
ing exchange value of the mark, have 
asked the congress to protect them from 
this unfair competition for the brief pe- 
riod of five years. Nor is this all. The 
duty, moderate at first, is to diminish 


during the five years till it disappears 
entirely. 


The supplies of raw material here are 
practically unlimited. The published re- 
ports of the U. S. Geological Survey show 
that one salt pan in California could 


supply all our needs for 
next hundred years, that tie 
of Wyoming could do ‘the 
years, and that the Nebrasiaie

“ Radio,” according to one noted ex- 
pert; “has shrunk the world to the 
size of an orange. Paris, Berlin, Lon- 
don, China, now are next door neigh- 
bors.

‘The world's most powerful station 
now operating is the Lafayette, near 
Bordeaux, France, which was built hw 
the American government during the 
world war to facilitate transmission 
of its messages.

over insistence that he free the women 
on humanitarian grounds, abruptly 
halted the proceedings, declaring the 
women were law breakers and deserv- 
ing of the sentences received. 

Another woman arrived at the jail 
last night. She is Mrs. Rose Vivian, 
1922 Throop street, fined $25 and sen- 
tenced to serve forty days in jail. Mrs. 
Vivian is a widow and supports her 
four boys, Benjamin, 9; Frank, 11; 
‘Joseph, 13, and Jerry, 15; Mrs. Vivian 
was arrested at her home. Her boys 
went to the jail with her but they 


were sent back home in the care of.

He said that all 
he wanted was a fair trial and that 
the plaintiff should be on an equal 
footing with the defendant. ‘iy 


Judge Points to Mayor's Paper. 


“One of the pleas in this case,” said 
Judge Francis 8. Wilson, “as I re, 
call it—I read it over last night—al- 
leges that the plaintiff (the mayor) Is 
one of the controlling spirits in the 
publication of a newspaper called the 
So that they, also, have 
a publication.”

insofar as possible, any newspaper ar- 
ticles concerning the trial.” The judge 
later said that he would “ instruct the 
jury to disregard any comments in the 
newspapers.”

Improving Poor Green Peas. 


One way to brighten up green peas 
that have suffered from rough usage 
and from market exposure is to add 
a pinch of sugar while they are cook- 
ing. They may require half an hour 
to cook, though better ones would cook 
in fifteen minutes in a covered utensil 
and hardly any water at all—never 
any to throw away, as in much old 
fashioned cooking. 

The more you pay for green peas 
in hot weather the more likely are 
they to need sugar, longer cooking, 
and every care to make them palatable. 
Evaporation causes them to wilt, al- 
though this cannot be seen, and with 
the wilting the fiber is stiffened. The 
| covering of even a green pea of fine 
quality is one of the harder things to 
be digested, and when it is of poor 
quality it is not digested at all, and is 
none too comfortable as digestive 
roughage. 

Instead of a single pinch of sugar 
to brighten up the peas, a sprig or 
two of mint will seem to freshen them, 
without imparting any of its own 
flavor. These should be removed be- 
fore the peas are served. 

A little freshly ground pepper is jus- 
tifiable—only a bit, however—with 
green peas, because it brightens them 
up so much. Remember this when 
making soup out of the pods. A pinch 
of sugar, a grind of pepper, with the 
salt, od be all the seasoning you need
